HISTORIC SPU 


Reminiscences of Old St. L. and East 
St. Louis, by Chas. G n, 

The people of St. Louis work n. ours of the 
day and more days in the year, and have less of 
what is called the enjoyment of life than those of 
any other city in the United States Its dull. red 
brick houses are solid. enduring and costly, but its 
general aspect and tone have long been plodding and 
prosaic, although it is now rapidly becoming met- 
ropolitan and imposing. There is no city in this 
country, however, whose history is more interesting 
or important, or whose local surroundings are more 
poetic. Even amidst the festival of the holidays 
one looks back to the irrevocable past as well as 
forward to the illusory future, and let us, therefore, 
recur briefly to some of the notable places around 
the old town and the new city. 

There is no more uninviting place to the esthetic 
eye than East St. Louis. and yet there is no spot in this 
country of more romantic memories. Forty years 
ago it divided the channel of the Mississippi River, 
nearly as much water flowing to the east as to the 
west of it, and it was considered as neutral ground 
between the States of Illinois and Missouri, It was 
a beautiful, uninbabited island covered with ootton- 
wood trees. For these reasons it was the chosen 
field of honor and was universally known as Bloody 
Island. There Rector and Barton fonght at ten 
steps and Barton was killed at the first fire. Ben- 
ton and Lucas met at ten feet and Lucas 
fell Biddle and Pettus faced each other at five fect 
and both were slain in the presence of three thou- 


sand spectators. 

General; Barton was the 
partner of Edward Bates; Benton was Senator for 
thirty years; Lucas was the pride and promise of 
his father and his family; Biddle was Major in the 
regular army, a brother of the famous Nicholas 
Biddle of Philadelphia, and Pettus was a member- 
elect of Congress. The last duel fought there was 


nver. Brown was shot in the leg. There is no spot 
in the world that exhibits more forcibly the ma- 
terial present and chivalric past than the present 
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transport a certain pile of lumber on a flat boat 
from there to Jefferson Barracks. The sergeant 
reported that the boat would not carry the lumber. 
The General replied to obey orders, and they piled 
the lun . ber on until the boat sank out of sight and 
the lumber floated off. 

Gen. Harney repofts another incident that ought 
not to be forgotten. The officers often played cards. 
Harney generally looked on. One nigit they were 
playing poker, a picayune (614 cents) ante, which 
was quite large enough for poor officers out on the 
frontier. Harney observed chat a certain 
Captain was cheating. He said aoth- 
ing that night, but next day he told 
some of his comrades and ther set 
a watch over him, and all of them saw the trick. 
They held a meeting and resolved that the ne 
should cost the captain his commission, ap 
pointed Harney to request his resignation and give 
the reason for it. He wasa fighting captain and 
talked high for a moment, but when he was told 
how many officers had seen it be wilted. He was 
engaged to be married to a lady in the South, and 
begged to remain in the army uatil after the mar- 
riage. After much discussion and doubt the 
officers agreed to this. He was married—brought 
his wife to the post—did not, however, send in his 
resignation, But the officers would take no excuse; 
they would not associate with a cheat, and com- 
pelled him to resign and quit. And so the captain 
lost his commission, his character, and died a 
drunkard, all for a picayune. 

Of all de vast throngs that go out to the Fair 
Grounds, scarcely one has ever heard of a tragedy 
that took place there forty-five vears ago. It was 
then in the country. Major Floyd owned the ground 
and ived there with his family. One night a burg- 
lar entered the house, killed the Major and sacked 
the house, but fis wife almost miraculously es- 
caped A man called Buffulo Bill was arrested and 
indicted for the murder. Hon. James B. Bowlin 
was Judge of the Criminal Court. There was 
no such a rush of business then as now. Lawyers 
were given ample time. The trial, as detailed by 
the Judge nimseif, was a rea! and fatal illustration of 
the overdoing, so well illustrated in the comic case 
of Bardell vs. Pickwick. It had lasted over three 
days. Mrs. Floyd had been examined, cross-ex- 
amined and re-examined, and so on. She thought 
the defendant was or might be the man, but she 
was not certain. The end had come- tie State 
could do no more. Bowlin said he felt that he was 
bound to instruct that the evidence was insufficient, 
altho’, of course, he said nothing. The State closed. 
All this time the defendant had been sitting down. 
His counsel,in order to make certainty doubly 
sure, asked the witness, “Is that the man or not.“ 
and, turning to the defendant, told him to stand up. 
The defendant rising, and probably intending to 
overawe the witness, put oa a scowl. Instantly 
the woman threw up her hands, gave a loud 
scream, and. crying out. My God, that's the man.“ 
fell back in the chair ina swoon. It cost him his 
life. He was convicted and execuged. 

Near where the Southern Hotel stands is ground 
that ought to ve hallowed ground for all the West- 
ern people, for it was there that the proud 
chevaliers of France, surrounded by the true 
and kind-hearted French and S anish settlers, 
assembled at their fort, and in the 
presence of the newly arrived 
Americans—faint fore-runners of a vast and mighty 
people—in sorrowful obedience. to supreme com- 
mand, hauled down the foreign flag and saw the 
new comers hoist their own—then the solitary 
emblem of power over all the vast region from the 
Mississippi to the mountains and north to the Brit- 
ish possessions. Time will come when some in- 

rod American artistwebbrey : 


fort, the foreign costumes and airs, the early set- 
tlers, the little group of the new race and the first 
American flag west of the great river. 

But of all places around St. Louis, Jefferson Bar- 
racks ought to be the most cherished, and is the 
most neglected. It was established about the same 
time Missouri was admitted into the Union, It con- 
tains 1,750 acres. For full fifty years it was the 
central depot, rendezvous and station of the entire 
army in the West. Officers and troops for the Semin- 
ole war in Florida, for Mexico, for California and 
for all the Indian wars were assembled here and 
regarded this as their base. One or more regi- 
ments and great numbers of officers were constant- 
ly stationed there, Officers were not 
robbed of their uniforms (the dearest 
distinction) by musicians and band- 
masters then as now. Their uniforms 
was a proud and coveted honor and they were gen- 
eraliy worn, so that on the streets and at all social 
entertainments the military were visibly present. 
All the distinguished soldiers of the past and most of 
the present generation Rave been stationed there. 
Winfield Scott, both the Kearneys, Atkinson, Lee, 
Jackson, Stuart, Grant, Sherman, Hancock, Sheri- 
dan, Jefferson Davis, Harney, Smith. Zachary Tay- 
lor, in short, all the Generals in all our wars for the 
last three quarters of a century, have lived there. 
During the rebellion it was more important than 
ever asa base of supplies. Thousands of Union 
soldiers are sleeping the long sleep there. Built of 
wood that now hasthe dry rot and supplied by 
w: lls only instead of water from the city, the place 
has become unhealthy. but naturally it is a rolling, 
Beautiful, and as salubrious as any other location 
on the Mississippi River. It is passing strange that 
while the Government is actually burdened with a 
plethorie treasury and is at a loss how to expend its 
money and give employment to labor, none of our 
Senators or Congressmen have made any attempts 
to have the Barracks rebuilt or to have the place 
deciared forever as public grounds or asa public 
park. If put in proper order people would 
visit and enjoy such a park in one year than there 
will goto the Nationa! Park in thirty vears. If the 
recreation of the toiling masses as well as the 
pleasnres of wandering travelers are to be consid- 
ered. another splendid and governmental park 
would soon be added to the attractions of this great 
city and one or more regiments of regulars station- 
ed there would parade through our, streets with 
our home militia, giving them tone and discipline 
and society pleasure and protection. C. Gipson.

It wasagift worthy of the splendid 
army which acquired it. worthy of its grand leader 
who tendered it and worthy of the people to whose 
representative it was thus offered. 

On the last train that came north before Sherman 
cut loose and started for the sea, the writer had 
brought the body of General Ransom, whose aide 
be had been. to be buried among his kindred. The 
Army of the Tennessee wil] never forget Ransom. 
General Sherman has lately paid a feeling tribute 
to his memory in an address delivered in this city, 
but in the few words he address d to me by the 
roadside near Rome, Ga., in the early morning, as 
we left camp with the body of our comrade, be 
made a funeral oration which I can never forget. 
Said he: “Young man, you are carrying back to 
the North the body of the youngest and most 
promising general of the United States Army. He 
would have been a major - general and corps com- 
mander if he had lived a few days longer, -but as it 
is, he died loved and ido!ized by a whole army.“ 

A colonel at twenty-five, a general officer at 
twenty-six, and dead at twenty-eight years of age, 
the bero of many batties, wounded frequently, 
brave, handsome, gentle and true, Ransom was the 
preux chevalier of the civil war—the embodiment 
not only of knightly he nor and courage. but the 
exemplar of all the qualities which make the gentle- 
man and the soidier. 

However, it was not to write the eulogy of this 
brilliant young officer that Icommenced this, but 
to recall a reminiscence of 

A YOUNG WIDOW OF THE CAROLINAS, 

which this twentieth anniversary of the 
entry into Savannah brings to my 
mind. After the funeral) of Genera 
Ransom in Chicago, having received orders to re 
port at Sherman's headquarters in Savannah, I was 
called upon by a resident of Chicago who was an 
intimate friend of Ransou:'’s, and was asked to give 
my assistance upon arriving in Savannah in an 
effort to find a sister who had, before the breaking 
out of the war, married a wealthy man of South 
Carolina, but from whom nothing had been heard 
by her friends since the commencement of hostili- 
ties, except that her husband was dead and she in 
poverty. I was asked to send letters through the 
lines by flag of truce to various points where it was 
thought she might be, and to teil her that friends 
awaited only knowledge of her whereabouts to 
send her money and to bring her back 
to her Northern home. Upon arriving 
in Savannah. these letters were sent. 
but no response was received. Weeks passed and | 
was forced to report tothe waiting family in the 
North the non-success of otr efforts Finally the 
army moved north and I could do no more towards 
finding the missing lady. Twenty years passed, 
during which I did not see the brother nor hear 
whether my efforts to find his sister had produced 
any result. 

A few months ago I met the gentleman for the 
first time in all these years, and then learned that 
upon my reporting the failure to receive any reply 


who mourned for a missing one. he had made a 
pilgrimage to Savannah and thence with passes 
through the lines and with an escort he 
had continued a search in the interior, which at 
lenzth brought him toa village where she was liv- 
ing isolated, without friends and almost in destitu- 
tion. Conducted by a colored man to the house in 
which she was living, he fonnd it barred and en- 
trance impracticable. At length admittance was 
of the foom.gecn: 
‘arannounced, and 
found her ex¢itedly’ in arranging the torn 
pieces of a letier in such order that she could read 
them, meanwhile weeping for joy. The scraps of 
paper were the fragments of one of the 
letters I had written her, which had a 
few moments before been placed in her 
hands, and constituted the first tidings 
she had received from her Northern friends and the 
first evidence that had come to her that her relatives 
were alive and still cared for her and would send 
her help. The letter had been long delayed, and 
after being torn to pieces, probably in some camp, 
the fragments haa in some way finally reached her, 
and just as she was reading with tears of joy the 
glad tiding@@for which through weary months she 
had been waiting and hoping, her brother stood 
before her, bringing home, friends and comfort once 
more within her grasp. The days of wandering, of 
danger and distress were over. With the promise 
of help had also come the glad fruition. Such were 
the sorrows, and the joys as well, of*the gloomy 
days of the civil war. May we never see their like 
again!

ART IN ST. LOUIS FROM 1840 TO 1850. 


Noted Artists of Those Days-—A Sketch 
Written by Matt Hastings. 

Artists were few and far between in the For- 
ties. The mos! noted were De Franca and Deas. 
Bingham was not a resident of St. Louis, his home 
being at that time in Boonville. His pictures were 
sent here to be framed, and after a few days’ exhi- 
bition were forwarded East. The two Andrews, 
father and son, had in those daysa studio on Mar- 
ket street, between Tu ird and Fourth streets; said 
street being then the fashionable promenade from 
Main to Fourth. 

Andrews was noted for his miniatures in ivory, 
Nothing to equal then has been 
produced here since. He and his son, after a few 
years’ residence here, went to New Orleans and did 
well. Leon Pomerade, who still lives and painta, 
was also noted for his portraits and subject pictures, 
although devoting most of his time to frescoing 
Whilst the above mentioned artists were flourishing 
as well as the soil would permit, a young lad. Wm. 
Simpson, was clerking in one of the Fourth street | 
drug stores. Finding that his tastes were more for 
sketching the customers than pounding drugs, 
his father sent him to New York, where he became 
a pupil of Daniel Huntington On bis return, after 
a couple of years’ study, he astonished St. Louis by 
the vigor, fidelity and color of his portraits. He 
died quite ycung. 

About this time Chas Weimar and A. J. Fox 
were being initiated in the “art and mysterie” of 
fresco painting, unde the tutorship of Pomerade.

The exhibition of « 
picture by Bingham was always an event in 
those days: He was entirely self taught 
and his industry was untiring; ¢ portraits, land- 
scapes and pictures of Western life and character 
were produced with wonderful rapidity. His por 
traits were always likenesses, which, considering 
that he never saw a solar print until late in life, 
showed that he knew how to draw. His landscapes 
were pleasing,but somewhat mannered. Bingham 
had a certain brown tree“ that, like J. d.

Curious Yarns of Ancient Steamboating, by 
Capt Isaac M Mason.

_ were often built with open berths, so that the boat 
might be light, In the summer of 1850 I ran on the 
steamer Summit. on the Upper Ohio 

She had open berths and did 
good passenger business, her cabin 
being generally full of pass engers, In those days 
only a curtain separated tne berths from the gen- 
tlemen’s cabin, so that when we had a jolly com- 
pany aboard, ag was frequently the case, there was 
very little sleeping on the part of the gentiemen. 
In 1851 I was on the steamer’ Editor. During the 
winter of that year our boat got caught by the ice 

en the east side of the river at Kentucky Boud. and 
we were unable to extricate her soas to go either 

‘forward or back. We had seventy-five passengers 
on board, and they went ashore. Some of them 
proceeded afoot to their destinations, for there 

were no railroads out west in those days, and 
for a boat to get stranded or frozen 

in was a calamity. The. greater portion of 
the passengers, however, found board with the 


in a most agreeabie manner, waiting for the boat to 
extricate herself. They had dancing parties every 
night except Sunday, and when the ice ran out, as 
it did after the period mentioned, they all returned 
to the boat. A more agreeable party I never trav- 
eled wich. In 1883 I was onthe steamer Australia. 
‘which ran to New Orleans. On one occasion that I 
well remember she had a full trip of deck 
passengers, and Capt. Marshall had a dis- 
pute with some of them. Out of 
revenge for something he said or did, they threwa 
fine horse overboard during tue hignt. The animal 
velonged to some gentlemen who were en route to 
Grand Gulf. and the boat had. of course, to pay 
them for their ioss. On her return trip, the boat 
picked up a snag, just above Heiena, which ran 
through her guards to her roof. Of course the pas- 
sengers were greatiy alarmed, and I remember that 
a gentieman named Gillespie who had a room to 
hiraseif, brought out intotae cabin aii of the life 
preservers he could find, which were in those days 


made of tin. He was so frightened, however, that ,

without any loss of life or serious detention, but Mr- 
Gillespie sat up every night for the balance of the 
trip. On her return trip to New Orieans the Aus- 
tralia sunk at Hat Island. I was in the pilot house 
with Captain Wateon, her pilot, when she ran onto 
the log that sun her. As she ran on to it, the pipe | 
connecting the mud-drum with the boilers broke 
and ail of the steam aud water ran out of the boil- ; 
ers. The boat was enve oped in steam from the pilot 
house to the ladies’ cabin, and one or two ladies 
fainted. The steam was so dense I could not see 
six feet before me. I notified all of the ladies that 
the danger was all over, and in a short time the 
event which had so shortly before been looked upon 
as a catastrophe was the subject of many jokes. 
In the merriment the ladies all came forward on the 
boiler deck, and among them were a lady and 
gentleman from Batavia, New York. 
The lady had sixteen years before 
parted from her brother, of whom she was very 
fond, but who when but a boy left home because 
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but never gained any tidings of him, and she and 
they held for manv years the belief that he was 
dead. While standing thus on the boiler deck: 
however, she saw a man among the deck hands 
whom she recognized as her brother, and a must 
joyful scene ensued. For the balance of the trip 
they recounted the events of their chndhoddl. and 
were the objects of kindly solicitude on the part of 
all on board. 

In 1852 I was on the Honduras, running to Council 
Bluffs. In April of that season she had a lar e ‘rip 
of passengers, and the first two or three nizhts out 
the boat had to lay by’ nearly ali night. Our 
stores were running low, and Captain Butcher de- 
cided to run at night against the protest of his pilot. 
Captain LaBarge of St. Charles. As the steamer 
had only one pilot, and as he weighed 8% pounds, 
be soon gave out. 80 that my = second 
clerk and I did the piloiing, and Captain La Barge 
sat behind us and directed us how tu steer, accord- 
ing to the Marks on the shores, When we were a 
short distance below er Y, our pilot fell asleep 
in bis chair, and feil over against the pilot wheel.

f LEFT OUT. 

A peculiar feature about the Congo Confer- 
ence in Berlin is, that while America discover- 
ed the Congo country, and while America fur- 
nishes the lion’s share of the brains of thé con- 
ference, America is treated rather as a disinter- 
ested bystander than as a party in interest. 
There ismuch palaver about free trade and 
neutrality, land titles, limits, treaties, the 
status of the savages and of the Europeans, and 
whenever the wranglers get into a snarl Ameri- 
ca makes a practical suggestion which helps 
them out, But while there is close and strained 
debate between Englishman and Frenchman, 
German and Portuguese, and Belgian, it does 
not seem to enter into the calculation of any 
one that the interest of America is anything 
more than sentimental and friendly. 

There is a very simple reason for this. 
Twenty-five years ago the Americans could 
have been in occupation of the Congo country 


The gentle Congo savage would now be wear- 
ing American stovepipe hats and hand-me- 
downs, would smoke American cigars and dress 
his wives in American calico, while in return 
the shrewd Yankee would be owner of all the 
country and its products, and of the previous 
possessions of the inhabitants, 

No such achievement is possible now. We do 
not even figure in a conference. We are left 
out. The simple reason is that we have neither 
a navy to command respect nor a foreign trade 
to secure us profit. The former has disappeared 
under twenty years of wasteful imbecility, the 
latter has been frozen out of existence by a 
bungling tariff. No foreign power cares about 
what we say, or do, or wish, in regard to affairs 
abroad. 

It should be the mission of the incoming 


lie policy that we shall no longer be left out in 
the Congo Conferences. Give the American 
trader a fair chance and no European country 
would think its interests in the Congo country 
worth troubling itself aboyt. Make our navy 
what it should be, and, when we have any sug- 
gestinos to make about Congoland or any other 
land, Prince BISMARCK will say to his fel- 
low-conferees: Gentlemen, if America says so, 
there is no use trying to oppose it.” That is the 
position we ought to hold. 


AN HISTORIC CITY. 
Richmond, Virginia, may fairly be called an 
historic city, nor are its historic associations 
entirely confined to the pe riod embraced by the 
civil war. Founded in 1742, it was, long be- 
fore the Revolution, a place of importance, and 
one of the centers of the great political in- 
fluence then wielded by the oldest American 
colony. When the quarrel between the mother 
country and the child began, Richmond was 
its Southern focus, the headquarters of those 
leaders who were giving national shape and 
purpose to popular opinion; and the old stone 
church still stands in which Parrick HENRY 
sounded the key-note of National Independ- 
ence in the immortal words, Give me liberty 
or give me death! But the history in which 
Richmond plays the most prominent part, and 
which is likely to secure tor her most lasting 
remenibrance, is that between 1861 and 1865— 
those four bitter and bloody years that now 
seem, to those who lived through them, like 
a terrible dream rather than awful reality. To 
our children it will be otherwise, and halfa 
century hence the historic consequence of the 
fair city on the banks of the James will be far 
more generally recognized and highly appre- 
ciated than it is now. Menand women yet 
unborn will then pay pilgrimages to what was 
once the heart of the lost cause, the capitol of 
that confederacy which went down forever in 
the struggle with the Union, the citadel whose 
attack and defense cost two hundred thousand 
human lives. Sectional prejudices and 
animosities, party jealousies and hatreds will 
then be forgotten, and these pilgrims of the 
future will gaze with the same curious and 
impartial interest upon the scene of so many 
stirring events as English men and women feel 
in visiting the fields of Naseby and Long Mars- 
ton Moor, the palace where CROMWELL lived, 
the street where CHaRLes I. died. They will 
go to the house where ‘JEFFERSON Davis 
held brief presidential court; to St. Paul’s, 
where on that dismal Sunday a messenger 
brought to his pew the fateful dispatch from 
from LER, announcing the retreat from 
Petersburg; to St. James, where STONEWALL 
Jackson's body lay in State before journeying 
to its grave at Lexington; to the Capitol building, . 
where the Confederate Congress had its sessions 
and debated the momentous questions of- Con- 
federate life and death; to the site of the old 
Armory, where, ‘‘before the war,” the military 
tradition and spirit of Virginia had a rallying- 
point, and where a host and hostess worthy of 
their famous guests dispensed generous and 
graceful hospitality; to the remains of the forti- 
fications which the hosts of McCLELLAN, Porn, 
BURNSIDE and Hooker never reached; to the 
hills and hollows of Cold Harbor, only a short 
drive away, where two fiercely contested bat- 
tles were foughtg and, where, when GRANT 
made his desperate assault upon Richmond, ten 
thousand men were rushed to useless slaughter 
in twenty minutes; to lovely Hollywood, 
where the ashes of gallant Jun” Sruarr 
repose, and a multitude of less known heroes 
of “the bonnie blue flag” have pitched their 
last camp beneath a memoria] pyramid of vine- 
covered rock. 
But if Richmond were as poor in historic 
memories as she is rich, no city in America 
would better deserve a visit from the lovers of 
nature and of art. In natural picturesqueness, 
the location is certainly unsurpassed by that of

The time will come, 
if it has not already arrived, when these at- 
tractions will have their legitimate effect in 
making this historic city one of the few places 
which neither native nor foreign tourists can 
afford to miss.

If this dreadful change is, indeed, true 
we are sorry that St. Louis has not more 
monopolists. ‘The monopolist, as typified by 
Mr. HaaRSTICK, isa gentleman of good looks 
and pleasant manners, of great popularity and 
also a gentleman of sagacity, enterprise aud 
public spirit. If we are to know the monopolists 
by these traits, by ail means let us have a few 
more monopolists. f 

While there is always room for the in- 
fluence of personal preferences in the selec- 
tion of a president of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, and while a healthy opposition is al- 
ways desirable, both preferences and opposi- 
tion should be based on common sense. It 
is hardly worth while to argue seriously 
that Mr. HAARSTICk's connection with river 
transportation would influence his action as 
president of the Exchange or in any way lessen 
his usefulness. 

All that the members need to look to is to se- 
lect a man of fairness and firmness, one who

the Crime Amelia Voss Committed 
Through Jealousy and Greed, 


Herman Voss’ Love for a Younger Sister— 
An Interesting Family History—A Crip- 
ple’s Successful Accumulation of Wealth 
_-Robbed by His Sister. 


New York, December 25.—In an elegantly ap 
pointed flat at No. 842 East Sixteenth street reside 
Herman E. Voss and his sister Amelia. He is 
6 years old and she ten years his senior. Mr. Voss 
has been a cripple since his birth. His left leg is 
drawn up and he wears an iron appliance attached 
to the sole of his shoe to facilitate walking. Yes- 
terday Detective Sergeants Mangin and McGuire of 
Inspector Byrnes’ command arrested Miss Voss. 
whom her brotner charges with stealing twenty 

$1,000 bills, a mortgage for $4,000 and a number of 


papers that are

Part of Mr. Voss’ business documents and 
other valuables are kept in à vault 
in West Twenty-third street, and the others 
in a compartment im the Mercantile Safe Deposit 
vaults, at the corner of Bread way and Catharine 
alley, near Leonard street. This compartment was 
leased on the 18th of the present month to Herman 
E. and Amelia Voss, jointiy. Im bad weather Mr. 
Voss’ leg gives him much pain, and he cannot leave 
tbe house: hence the arrangement by which his 
sister could get anything he might want from the 
yaults. Recently he has examined two houses in 
Seventy- eighth street which he intended to purchase, 
and on Monday evening be mentioned to Amelia 
that be would have the deeds drawn in his 
own name and that of his younger sister Annie, 
who is studying music in Milan, Italy® Mr. Voss is 
tenderly attached to this younger sister. He 
speaks Of ber as that little angel.“ and his eyes 
grew moist as he told Inspector Byrnes how, when 
other members of the family slighted him, she was 
always his friend. She never reminded him of his 
inferiority, but walked patiently by his side in the 
street, and at home was ever attentive to his wants. 

Mr. Voss’ fortune he owes solely to his own 

shrewdness and enterprise. His father, Andreas 
Voss, was a merchant tailor ‘at Fulton and 
Cliff streets. After retiring from business in 1866, 
he had a difficulty with his wife which led to a tem- 
porary dissolution of the household. There were 
three daughters and two sons. Andreas Voss, who 
now lives in St. Louis, took Herman to Europe. 
hoping that he might flud a surgeon who could 
devise a plan for lessening his boy's pain. In 1868 
there was a general recon ciliation, and the family 
was re-established at Magdeburg, Germany. A year 
later the mother, daughter and elder son returned 
to America, while Hernian and his 
father went to Austria. They traveled about 
the continent until 1875, when Herman, young as he 
was. taught book-keeping at Magdeburg. He was 
engaged as accountant by Zeigler & Koch, bankers 
of that city, July 1, 1876. At the outbreak of the 
Russo-Turkish war, Mr. Zeigier invested 60,000 
marks in stock of the Roumania Railroad Company. 
For many years the road had paid no dividends, 
but the German banker believed that the campaign 
would boom“ the corporation. He was so con- 
fident that he urged all his friends to buy shares. 

YOUNG VOSS BORROWED $5,000 
of his father and invested it at 11. The stock rushed to 
par and in six months the lad made $34,000. Of 
this, he put $10,000 into a mortgage on Magdeburg 
property. He went to London in 1878 to study 
English, and got a position with Hemans & Baltz. 
commission merchants, St. Mary's Chambers. He 
put $19,000 in United States 6 per cents. After a 
year in the British capital, his employers sent him 
to France. He met his father at Paris. Father and 
son disposed of their foreign stock and put their 
money in United States 4 per cents. They 
went to Berlin, and in 1880 to Switzerland. 
There Herman sold $22,000 of his bonds. He put 
£1,800 into Chilian sevens at 9406 and £1,600 into 
sixes of the same nation at 891g. These shares he 
soon disposed of at 112 and 108 respectively. In 
March, 1881, he bought £2,000 worth of Buenos 
Ayres bonds at/92 and soon afterwards 
CAME TO THE UNITED STATES. 

Last October he sent £500 in Chilian bonds to Bar- 
ing Bros., London, for redemption, receiving a 
check for $2.678, through Opdyke & Co. A month 
ago, Mr. Voss and his sister Amelia, 
called upon Mr., Samuel D. Sewall, 
their lawyer, and, by his advice, they disposed of a 
arge portion of th e remaining South American se- 
curities through August Belmont & Co. The bonds 
were sent to Europe, and on December 18 Mr. Voss 
received forthem a draft for $24,500. This pay- 
ment included twenty $1,000 bills. That day he 
hired the compartment in the Mercantile Safe De- 
posit vaults. He placed in it $24,150 in cash and the 
papers already mentioned. Miss Amelia was bit- 
terly opposed to inserting ber sister Annie's name 
in the deeds for the Seventy-eighth street | 
property. She told ber brother so on 
Sunday evening, and modestly suggested that it 
would be better to give her a share in the purchase. 
This Herman would not listen to, and persuasion, 
entreaty and menace were alike powerless to move 


him. After

he left the house. Upon returning several hours later 
he found the door locked. He borrowed a key and 
opened it. Amelia was seated in a bedroom sulky 
and defiant, Once more she tried to shake her 
brother’s determination, and again she failed utter- 
ly.

He was informed on Tuesuay morning 
that the gas pipes were out of order and he went 
down town to direct the necessary repairs, At 
noon he returned and found a note from his sister 
upon the parlor mantel piece. She said that she 
had gone out to buy Christmas presents. The 
young man reflected for a moment, and a suspicion 
that the innocent little note covered

She had a key to the vault containing his money.

EDGAR MOORE SET FREE. 


The Sequel of the Mabel Hall Tragedy at 
the Ola Comique. 

Yesterday Governor Crittenden named Edgar 
Moore as one of the two life prisoners to whom a 
free and open pardon was granted.

“green-room resorterꝰ at the old Comique. His sal- 
ary was small. but he managed to have enough money 
to make bimself well known and popular at the 


OComique. At that time armEnglish ballet troupe 
was performing at the theater, and the most promi- 
nent of the coryphees was a tall, slender and ex- 
ceedingly handsome brunette named Mabel Hail, 
with whom Moore fell madly in love. As usual in 
such cases, he was encouraged and “‘fooled to the 
top of his bent, until he ran to realize thet he 
was being played. He had a scene with Mabel 
after one of the performances in the spring of 1876, 
and it concluded by Moore sending the poor girl on 
her long ——— by a pistol ball route; he then 
turned to his own head 
and a there, where it 
still remains. The affair created a great 
sensation all over the country. and the Mabel Hall 
funeral was one of the most sensational events ever 
chronicied in St. Louis, and was attended by an 
immense throng of professionais and others, who 
admired the victim greatly for her beauty and ac- 
complishiments, which were out of the ordinary 
run. Woman murder was very frequent at that 
time, and there was a terrible feeling worked up 
against Moore, and although he was most ably de- 
fended by his counsel, Robert W. Goode and E. P. 
Meany, the pressure was very strong, and he was 
found guilty of murder in the first degree and was 
sentenced to death. Governor Phelps after- 
wards commuted his sentence to imprisonment 
for life, and, as a revulsion had taken place in 
Moore's favor, so far as public opinion was con- 
cerned, and the Governor's decree was generally 
indorsed. Moore has since his incarceration be- 
haved in the most exemplary manner. and his re- 
lease has been the resuit of good behavior, based, of 
course, upon the fact that he was a mere boy when 
his infatuation led him to commit the terrib.e deed. 
With years and the prison experience he has under- 
gone there is no doubt but that Moore will profit 
by his experience and conduct himself de- 
cently in the future. His Career should 
serve as a warning to the young men who linger 
around the wine when it is red or beady, and listen 
to the siren's song under the impression that they 
are the favored oues, until there comes an awaken-

Mass at St. John’s.

The First Time for Seventeen 
Years the Venerable Prelate 
g Has Officiated, 


Bishop Robertson’s Sermon at the 
Dedication of the New Trinity 
Church. 


The Morning's Celebration in the 
Catholic, Episcopal and Congrega- 
tional Churchés—Religious Observ- 
ances on Christmas Day. 


The exercises of the day at St. John's were be- 
gun this morning at 5 o'clock with a mass celebrat- 
ed by Father Hennessy, rector, with Rev. J. J.

Bin of December, as they wou.d on any other 
day inthe calendar. even granting that the date is 
historically erroneous. Let the historians and wise 
men wrangle as they will as to that important ques- 
tion, and let humanity in general continue for ail 
time to keep alive the customs whicn have ever 
been fraught witb blessings to mankind, and have 
never in any sense contributed to human ill 
or human degradation.
